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U. S. Government Establishes Voluntary System 
for Assignment of Dentists to Service 


Return of A.D.A. Preparedness Questionnaire is 
Essential for a Successful Voluntary Program 


The entry of the United States into 
the war means, among many things, the 
enlargement of our armed forces, par- 
ticularly the army. To provide the neces- 
sary personnel, Congress has enacted 
legislation placing all men between the 
ages of 20 and 44 subject to military 
service. Just how many men will ac- 
tually be called up and how large an 
army will be trained and equipped is 
not known. We do know, however, that 
the present dental corps is adequate to 
care only for those already in service— 
its members cannot give proper care to 
any appreciable increase. According to 
the latest information from Washington, 
the general staff of the United States 
Army is contemplating an army of mil- 
lions more men than are now in uniform. 
Quite naturally the army dental corps 
will have to be expanded in proportion 
to the increase of personnel. In doing 
so, however, the government is mindful 
of civilian needs and has set up ma- 
chinery to provide for intelligent with- 
drawal of dentists from civilian life. 
This is known as the Procurement and 
Assignment service administered by a 
Board headed by Dr. Frank Lahey, 
President of the American Medical As- 
sociation. Dentistry is represented on 
this Board by Dr. C. Willard Camalier, 
of Washington, D. C. Here is how the 
Procurement and Assignment Board 
works. 


SELECTION BY BOARD 


Whenever a government agency — 
Army, Navy, et cetera—needs a physi- 
cian, dentist or veterinarian, the requisi- 
tion is sent to this Board which will have 
a file of all available men. Since we are 
primarily concerned about dentistry, let 
us assume the requisition is for a dentist. 
The dental list is placed before the 
Board and an individual selected whose 
withdrawal from his community will 
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cause the least disruption to civilian 
dental service. The same procedure ap- 
plies in requisitions for physicians and 
veterinarians. 

The Procurement and Assignment 
Board will rely on advice from special 
committees, composed of physicians, den- 
tists and veterinarians, with jurisdiction 
over the several army corps areas. These 
committees will, in turn, look to the state 
societies and they, in turn, will seek 
counsel from the county societies. 


COOPERATION ESSENTIAL 


The operation of this program is on 
a purely voluntary basis so far as the 
professions are concerned. Whether or 
not it is successful will depend entirely 
on the spirit of cooperation manifested. 
After all, the nation is at war and the 
government has the inalienable right to 
command the services of any citizen 
should the need arise. Consequently, 
compulsory service may be required if 
voluntary cooperation is not forthcom- 
ing. According to the Journal of the 
American Dental Association’, 25% of 
the country’s dentists have not yet filled 
out and returned the Preparedness Ques- 
tionnaire, which is the keystone of this 
whole voluntary structure. If compul- 
sion would be avoided, this 25% should 
do so without further delay. Those who 
have not received a copy may secure one 
by addressing the American Dental Asso- 
ciation at-212 East Superior Street, 
Chicago. 

This is an opportunity to demonstrate 
conclusively our patriotism and willing- 
ness to participate on a voluntary and 
cooperative basis where the national wel- 
fare is concerned. Failure to seize it 
means transfer of control to the govern- 
ment. If you are one of the 25%, the 
course is clear.

NAIRES MUST BE RETURNED 


The cooperation of members is urg- 
ently needed in filling out and returning 
their Preparedness Questionnaires. If 
anyone learns of any dentist who has not 
received a questionnaire, send his name 
to the Preparedness Committee, Amer- 
ican Dental Association, 212 East Su- 
perior Street, so that a duplicate can be 
mailed him. It is important that all den- 
tists, regardless of age or governmental 
connection, fill out and return their 
questionnaires. This is the only way that 
statistics covering the entire profession 
can be obtained to assist the Procurement 
and Assignment Agency.

FOR ORAL DIAGNOSIS CLINIC 


The Oral Diagnosis Clinic of the Mid- 
winter Meeting offers an unusual oppor- 
tunity for those attending to hear per- 
plexing dental problems discussed by 
such well-known clinicians as Drs. R. E. 
Blackwell, Frederick F. Molt, Edgar D. 
Coolidge, George W. Teuscher, William 
I. McNeil and Rudolph O. Schlosser. 
However, to make this feature successful, 
problem cases must be submitted with 
adequate histories, radiographs and 
study casts, if necessary. Dr. John Hos- 
pers, 25 East Washington Street, who is 
directing the clinic, urges those who are 
going to take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity to send their problems to his office 
immediately as only those which are re- 
ceived before the meeting will be an- 
swered and the first ones in will get first 
consideration. 

The Clinic will be held in a large pri- 
vate dining room and admission will be 
by ticket only. This policy will permit 
a control on the attendance so that the 
capacity of the room will not be ex- 
ceeded. There will be no charge for the 
tickets and they may be secured at the

CHICAGOANS URGED TO JOIN 
DENTAL HYGIENE INSTITUTE 


Chicago readers of THE FORTNIGHTLY 
REVIEW will recall that the issue of De- 
cember 15 carried a comprehensive 
article pertaining to the recently organ- 
ized Dental Hygiene Institute of Chi- 
cago.. Although this is intended primar- 
ily for the attention of members of the 
Chicago Dental Society, it is believed 
that members and friends of the profes- 
sion throughout the country will be in- 
terested in this development and conse- 
quently a summary of this article is made 
for their edification. 

The Dental Hygiene Institute of Chi- 
cago is a recently organized lay agency 
for public dental health education in the 
metropolitan area. The Chicago Dental 
Society has given it endorsement and has 
appropriated $6,000.00 toward the Insti- 
tute’s budget for the first year of opera- 
tion. A like sum is sought from dentists, 
lay individuals and organizations inter- 
ested in the Institute’s objective. The 
program of activities will be under the 
direction of a full time Educational Di- 
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rector and will have permanent offices 
and necessary clerical assistance. Every 
medium of public education will be util- 
ized to present dentistry to the public in 
the most convincing manner possible, 
with available funds the only limiting 
factor. 

Already a number of Chicago Dental 
Society members have sent their checks 
in applying for membership in the ‘Insti- 
tute for 1942 and one fraternity, Alpha 
Omega, has submitted its check for 
$25.00 to establish a contributing or or- 
ganization membership. These are most 
welcome, but if the Institute is to carry 
out its program, everyone interested in 
more dental practice must become a 
member. The individual dues are only 
$5.00. No application blank is necessary.

SOCIETY MEETING 
HELD DECEMBER 16 


Some 2,500 members of the Chicago 
Dental Society were not in attendance at 
the last monthly meeting and each of 
these 2,500 missed an opportunity of a 
lifetime. “Dentistry for Children” 
doesn’t perhaps sound like a very entic- 
ing subject but as presented by that well 
known authority, Dr. John Charles 
Brauer, proved to be immensely interest- 
ing and instructive. When an essayist 
holds his audience in rapt attention for 
close to an hour, that is a fitting tribute 
to his ability ; especially when he is han- 
dicapped in showing his slides by a pro- 
jector that doesn’t project. These 2,500 
members will lose, possibly, $1,000 each 
by their neglect, in the year 1942, and 
$250,000 is a lot of money even in this 
billion-dollar era. 

Dr. Brauer was introduced by the 
Chairman of the Committee on Dental 
Health Education of the Illinois State 
Dental Society, Dr. Lloyd H. Dodd of 
Decatur, whose committee helped spon- 
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sor the program. Dr. Brauer, in his pre- 
liminary remarks, called attention to the 
fact that the State of Illinois has pro- 
duced a number of outstanding men in 
the field of dental health education. 
Besides Dr. Dodd, there are: Dr. Harold 
Oppice, Chairman of the Committee of 
the American Dental Association; Dr. 
Charles F. Deatherage, Chief of the Di- 
vision of Dental Health Education of the 
State Department of Health, and Dr. 
Carl Greenwald of the Chicago Board of 
Health. All these men are on the alert 
and can be counted upon to do a job. 

The eruption and calcification of the 
teeth and the vast difference in the erup- 
tion and calcification age was stressed in 
Dr. Brauer’s presentation. This fact 
should be borne in mind when extract- 
ing deciduous teeth. In a general way, 
if the x-ray shows almost complete root 
resorption the tooth should be extracted 
whether loose or not. If, on the other 
hand, the X-ray shows but slight root 
resorption the tooth should be left in 
place. The treatment of exposed and 
near exposed pulps in deciduous teeth 
came in for discussion. Dr. Brauer advo- 
cated pulpotomy where indicated and 
said that good results could be expected 
at least go per cent of the time. He 
lamented the fact that no real research 
had been done in the matter of restoring 
lost anterior teeth in the child patient. 
Mesial drift still presents an enigma to 
the dentist and is as immutable as the 
law of gravity.—James H. Keith.

All of the section meeting 
rooms and exhibits will be housed on two adjacent floors, and all of the Limited 
Attendance Clinics will be on floors nearby. It will not be necessary to traverse long 
distances during the short interval between papers and clinics. The commercial and 
scientific exhibits will be on the same floors as the meeting rooms. These features 
should prevent difficulties from arising because of the strangeness of the new quar- 
ters. 

An innovation at this meeting will be the Oral Diagnosis Clinic. Those who plan 
to attend the meeting are invited to mail in perplexing diagnostic problems with ade- 
quate case histories and x-ray pictures. These questions will be discussed by well 
known clinicians capable through study and experience of supplying the correct 
answers. The question and answer type of program is instructive and popular ; many 
will take advantage of this unusual opportunity. 

The Limited Attendance Clinics which have established themselves as an impor- 
tant part of the program are to be operated under the same general plan as used 
previously. The usual one dollar registration fee will be charged, principally to con- 
trol the registration and attendance, to assure those who gain admittance that they 
will have ample opportunity to observe and question what is presented. 

The, General Table Clinics have been carefully selected. Talent scouts were sent to 
a number of dental meetings over the country by the Clinic Committee and the re- 
_ports of these scouts carefully analyzed before invitations to participate in the pro- 
gram were issued. By following this procedure an excellent group of clinics has been 
secured. 

We anticipate one of the largest registrations of any previous Midwinter Meeting 
for we believe the present emergency is stimulating a desire on the part of every 
member of organized dentistry to improve his efficiency to the limit. Much can be 
learned at the meeting as those who have regularly attended will attest. In addition 
the “around-the-corridor” discussions will provide a needed vent for pent-up opin- 
ions concerning the world today.—Robert G. Kesel.

OPERATIVE DENTISTRY 
1. Small Castings 


WILLIAM H. CRAWFORD... INDIANAPOLIS, INDIANA 
Presented on Monday p.m. and Tuesday a.m. 


A series of problems confronting the operator when making small castings will 
be discussed. Some of these are as follows: Effect of heat on crystallization of 
plaster on temperature of compound impression; causes of strain and its effect on 
distortion of wax patterns; effect of asbestos liner on small castings; effect of posi- 
tion of casting in ring on size of casting; effect of size and length of sprue on 
porosity in casting; discussion of expansion of investment in its relation to cavity 
preparation; discussion of surface tension and its effect on investing; effect of 
burn out time on castings; demonstration of thermal expansion of investment; 
demonstration of correct and incorrect methods of melting gold alloys for small 
castings. (Demonstrated by motion picture.) 


2. A New Development in the Manipulation of Amalgant 
Presented on Monday p.m. and Tuesday a.m. 


The cast gold inlay has been in use for 34 years, which is sufficient time for its 
worth to be correctly evaluated. Owing to the solubility of the cementing media, 
the cast gold inlay is usually regarded today as being less permanent than some 
other kinds of restoration. It has been observed that the more accurate the fit of 
the inlay, the slower the dissolution of the cement. That being the case every 
effort should be made to secure accuracy of fit. The clinic will show a very simple 
technic which gives precise and consistent results. No variation is necessary for 

_different types of castings. Every detail of the procedure will be carefully de- 
scribed. Many castings will be shown on steel dies, porcelain and natural teeth. 
Those who attend will have an opportunity to examine fit of these castings under 


high magnification. 
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3. Cast Gold Inlays by Direct Method. Cast Gold Crowns 


CHESTER I. PERSCHBACHER AND RAY G. PERSCHBACHER.......++++5: APPLETON, WISCONSIN 


Presented on Tuesday a.m. and Wednesday a.m. 


Gold inlays by the direct method, showing wax carvings, castings, models, dia- 
grams and X-rays. Each step for the technic will be shown in detail. A full cast 
crown technic using the direct-indirect method. This technic definitely estab- 
lishes the gingival margin on the model, takes the bite, and minimizes the carv- 
ing time without the use of an articulator. 


FULL DENTURES 


4. A New Technic for Taking Impressions for Stable Upper and Lower Dentures 


Presented on Monday p.m. and Tuesday a.m. 


The lower technic is the one set forth in detail in Journal A.D.A., Vol. 28, 
Sept. 1941, at pp. 1478 et seq., except certain modifications designed to make 
the technic still easier to execute. Dentists attending the clinic are urged to study 
this written technic in advance, so that they may already be as familiar with the 
subject as possible. As for the upper technic, this will be its first formal public 
demonstration, although it is in fact much older than the lower technic. From 
preliminary compound impressions, a plaster model of the jaw is prepared. Over 
this model a trubase tray is formed. The trubase tray is then carefully fitted in 
the mouth and trimmed to the correct outline, so that it is perfectly stable in itself. 
Finally, a wax impression is taken in the tray, in order to equalize the pressure 
with which it bears on the various tissues underneath. 


5. Impressions for Complete Dentures 


CARL O. BOUCHER... ++++-COLUMBUS, OHIO 


Presented on Tuesday a.m. and Wednesday a.m. 


The upper plaster wash impression is built to record the form of the soft tis- 
sues with as little distortion as possible in order to keep them in good health. 
The distal end of the impression is protected from air blasts from the lungs by 
a post-dam which is located according to the anatomy of the mouth. The periph- 
ery is muscle trimmed to accommodate the tissues, which surround it, in their 
various actions. The lower “combination” impression is designed to give the maxi- 
mum stability to the denture. At the same time it relieves the crest of the ridge 
to keep it healthy and its periphery is developed and muscle trimmed to cover the 
largest area possible, within the limits of the anatomy of the mouth. (Illustrated 
by motion picture.) 


6. Complete Denture Service with Balanced Functional Occlusion 
CENTRAL NEBRASKA STUDY CLUB 


L. R. BEATTIE....... AINSWORTH, NEBRASKA 


Presented on Tuesday a.m. and Wednesday a.m. 


A symposium prepared and presented by the Central Nebraska Study Club fol- 
lowing their interpretation of the writings of Dr. Fred Meyer. This is a precision 
technic which, when used in its entirety, will enable the dentist to deliver a den- 
ture service far beyond his fondest hope. It is thereby possible for him to ap- 
proach the patient with confidence, enthusiasm and assurance of His ability. 
Technicolor films will be shown of the entire technic. 
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7. Full Upper and Lower Impressions 


RALPH L. DENVER, COLORADO 


Presented on Monday p.m. and Tuesday a.m. 


Models will be shown of all steps of taking a full upper impression with an 
ordinary ridge and one with loose, flabby tissue on the anterior part of the ridge, 
showing the establishing of stress-bearing areas, the placing of the peripheries 
and placing of an automatic relief over the non-stress-bearing areas, forming of 
the peripheral borders with a wide open mouth so that the patient can be free in 
all functional movements. Models will be shown of all steps for taking a full 
lower impression with an ordinary ridge and one with loose, flabby and cordlike 
tissue on the crest. Demonstration will show taking a lower snap, making a vul- 
canite tray, the manner in which this tray is prepared for lifting the tissues that 
are cordlike and flabby, preparing tray for stress-bearing and non stress-bearing 
areas, the technic of lifting these tissues, establishing the stress-bearing areas, re- 
lieving the non stress-bearing areas, and in the final insertion of the lower impres- 
sion the forming of the lingual, buccal and labial peripheries by excessive pres- 
sure under the mandible, having the impression seated with wide open mouth 
and protruded tongue, which gives a border on the denture that will stay put in 
all functional movements. 


&. Stabilized Lower Dentures 


CARL O. FLAGSTAD 


Presented on Monday p.m. and Tuesday a.in. 


Lecture with lantern slides on the anatomy of the lower mouth and technic 
for stabilized lower impressions. Colored motion pictures “Denture Service.” 
This picture includes mouth survey, upper impression technic, lower stabilized 
impression technic (as suggested by Fournet and Tuller) and a new method of 
bite taking. The film is exceptionally well done with splendid photography and 
continuity. 


9. Immediate Full Denture Prosthesis 


RICHARD HOLIC 


Presented on Tuesday a.m. and Wednesday a.m. 


An immediate denture is one which is constructed before removal of the teeth 
and inserted immediately after the extractions and whatever alveolotomy is nec- 
essary. The contra-indications and advantages of immediate dentures will be dis- 
cussed. The preparation of the mouth for immediate dentures will be discussed. 
A technic will be described. The indications necessitating and the amount of 
alveolotomy necessary will be discussed. 


10. A Reel Clinic 


Presented on Monday p.m. 


First subject described in the color movie is the making of an individual tray for 
the taking of a complete maxillary impression. The taking of a complete maxil- 
lary impression is next illustrated. An impression for rebasing a maxillary denture 


is also given, and in conjunction, a safeguard is illustrated by animation, showing - 


an important factor in retaining proper jaw relationship when the vertical dimen- 
sion is to be increased. Film illustrates design for gold restorations in porcelain 
teeth to insure their retention. Dentures, although correct in all details, occasion- 
ally must be made over, because for some unknown reason the patient is not 
satisfied. This is due to psychological factors, which will be discussed. 
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11. Laminated All Plastic Denture Construction

the maximum amount of lasting stability in the finished product. Under the 
technic presented it is possible to boil the denture after processing and return to 
the master cast without the usual evidence of a misfit. This is made possible by 
a three layer processing (lamination) method which affords accurate control of 
the molecular chains in the material itself. Illustrated by casts, charts and prac- 
tical demonstration.

The anatomical, histological and physical factors which enter into the retention 
of full dentures, and how they affect the diagnosis and prognosis, will be ex- 
plained.

The 
two components of centric relation, and what the Gothic arch means, will be 
explained. A demonstration will follow showing how the proper positioning of 
the posterior teeth will increase the retention of either the maxillary or mandib- 
ular denture during mastication.

This will include building of the original trial bite 
plates, transferring these to a plane line articulator, building the wax paths, 
generating the primary functional occlusal paths, transferring these to stone 
paths, setting up of the upper and lower dentures, trying them in the mouth for 
esthetics and making the necessary changes, professing the upper, generating the 
cuspal path, transferring this to a stone path, resetting the lower teeth to this 
path, checking in the mouth for esthetics and making the necessary changes, cor- 
recting the occlusion on the articulator, returning the case to the articulator for 
corrections before it is polished and placed in the mouth. 


14, Constructing Successful Artificial Dentures

Clinic will cover five basic principles. 1. No pressure impressions. 2. Correct 
vertical dimension. 3. Positive method of obtaining centric relation maxilla and 
mandible. New principle adapted to pine tracer device. 4. Flat plane of occlusion 
incorporated in posterior teeth with incline planes occluding on a plane with no 
restriction to functional movement of mandible. Generated functional path with 
interdigitating cusps without any cusp interference. No grinding of teeth neces- 
sary. 5. Periphery of denture is at junction of functioning and non-functioning 
tissue muscle trim (muscle relief) and post-dam done on cast, not in the mouth. 
Clinic work will consist of practical demonstration of the above.

Not only does this more than double the retentivity of these simple 
attachments but it conserves tooth structure, assures maximum pulp protection, 
and saves much time, utilizing our simple fundamental. preparations.
